Shasta County sheriff’s depu­

Disagreement 
between Te­ 
hama County Sheriff Lyle Wil­ 
liams and county Coroner Andy 
Ward on operation of the coro­ 
ner’s office flared up yester­ 
day at a meeting of the board 
of supervisors. 
Williams made an unschedul­ 
ed appearance before the board 
and read a letter which, he said, 
he intended to send to Ward. 
In the letter, Williams announ­ 
ced he plans to terminate use 
of the 
sheriff’s department 
radio band by the coroner’s 
office. 
He claimed that Ward has a 
radio “ that I gave him per­ 
mission to put in his car for 
the use with his coroner duty 
ONLY, (and he) has put in his 
private ambulance.” 
The sheriff went on to suggest 
“ that the Coroner apply for a 
Government Agency permit and 
have his own license, as I intend 
to cancel the oppe ration of an 
illegal radio in the ambulance 
owned and operated by a private 
interest on July 31, 1968.” 
“ It would be a terrific cost to 
set up another base station,” 
Ward said when called in later 
by the supervisors. 
“ The whole thing behind all 
this is that the sheriff wants to 
be sheriff — coroner. “ If he 
didn’t why would he be send­ 
ing one of his deputies, Bill 
Gonzalez, down there to the cor­ 
oners’ institute July 22. His 
reservations 
are 
a l r e a d y 
made.” 
Ward was referring to a two- 
weeks course being conduct­ 
ed by the California Coroners 
Institute at Yuba College in 
Marysville. 
“ We realize there's friction 
between the sheriff and your of­ 
fice,” Supervisor Rudy Brod- 
nansky said. “ I mean, it’s no 
secret.” 
As county coroner, Ward said, 
he is a legally designated peace 
officer obligated to assist in 
any incident involving the lives 
or safety of individual citizens, 
and to investigate cause behind 
any homicide or suicide. 
The sheriff sees it differently. 
He claims 
that Ward has no 
authority at ail until an incident 
involves a dead body. He sees 
the operation of Red Bluff 
Ambulance Service by Ward 
only as a private enterprise, 
not in relation to his duties 
as coroner and public admin­ 
istrator. 
The ambulance in Red Bluff is 
the only privately-owned one 
in operation in the county, Ward 
said, and as such is needed in 
most emergency situations. A 
transmitter - receiver radio in 
the ambulance, on the same 
band as the sheriff, Red Bluff 


Police Department and Corn­ 
ing Police Department, is “ very 
helpful and efficient,” Ward 
raid. “ It has never been used 
for private business.” 
“ He never stated that it (the 
radio) should be put into the 
(coroner’s) car,” Wardclaim- 
ed. “ He knew it was going into 
the ambulance. He thought it was 
a great idea. 
“ He’s not much of a sheriff,” 
Ward surmised, “ if its taken 
him four years to find out 
where his radios are.” 
Yesterday’s action was ap­ 
parently triggered by Ward’s 
request last week to order an­ 
other radio for use by the co: 
oner’s office. Often, he said at 
that time, ambulances are need­ 
ed in two emergency situations 
at the same time and radiodis­ 
patching is of measurable im­ 
portance for speed in answer­ 
ing a call for help. 
After the discussions yester­ 
day Ward was directed to hold 
up his order for the second 
radio, until the supervisors’ 
meeting July 23. At that time 
Police Chief Marion Clay, Sher­ 
iff Lyle Williams and Ward are 
to appear before the board and 
present arguments for and a- 
gainst use of the sheriff’s ra ­ 
dio band by the coroner.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (A P)- 
Two Negro youths carrying 
fire-bombs 
approached Gov.

Van Thieu Predicts 
U.S. Troops Can Be 
Cut Back Next Year 
ABOARD USS CONSTELLA­ 
TION, off North Vietnam (AP)— 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
said today that he thinks Amer­ 
ican troops can begin leaving 
South Vietnam in 1969. He said 
the next Viet Cong offensive- 
expected late this month—*'may 
be the last all-out effort from 
the Communists." 
Thieu was reminded at a news 
conference aboard the aircraft 
carrier Constellation that he 
had said in April that Ameri­ 
can forces could be reduced by 
the end of 1968. 
“ I think we have moved very 
fast on our plan to develop our 
armed forces according to our 
1968 and 1969 plans," he re ­ 
plied. “ The end of 1968 is too 
soon, but I think from 1969 we 
could have a timetable for phas­ 
ing out toe major American 
units."

CIRCUS TENT COLLAPSES 
AUBURN, N. Y. (A P)- A 
cireus tent collapsed Tuesday 
night during a violent thunder­ 
storm, injuring 85 of an estimat­ 
ed 300 spectators, police re­ 
ported. 
State Police said 23 persons 
were hospitalized, mostly with 
broken limbs. One person suf­ 
fered a broken jaw. 
About 800 persons were in the 
tent before the storm began, but 
many left because of the heavy' 
rain and winds.

Two dozen of the injured were 
admitted to hospitals.

SPOCK SENTENCED 
BOSTON (AP)—Dr. Benjamin 
Spock was sentenced today to 
two years in prison and ordered 
to pay a $5,000 fine for conspir­ 
acy to aid, abet and counsel 
young men to avoid the draft. 
His three codefendants also 
received two-year prison sen­ 
tences, but were ordered to pay 
varied fines. 
U.S. Dist. Judge Francis J.W. 
Ford granted stays of execution 
for all the sentences, pending 
appeals to the U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, and continued the de­ 
fendants' $1,000 bonds.

Ronald Reagan’s home Tuesday 
night, but fled when ordered to 
halt by a Secret Service agent 
who fired a warning shot. 
The youths dropped the home­ 
made bombs as they fled, but 
neither exploded or ignited.

in a quiet, well -to-do area of 
eastern Sacramento, chased the 
youths but failed to catch them. 
No further trouble was re= 
ported near the Reagan home 
during the night. 
Later, a neighbor of the Rea­ 
gans called police to report that 
shots had been fired at the gov­ 
ernor’s home, but state police 
said, “ no shots were fired at 
the mansion.” 
Sacramento police said the in­

CIRCUS TENT COLLAPSES 
AUBURN, N. Y. (AP)— A 
circus tent collapsed Tuesday 
night during a violent thunder­ 
storm , injuring 85 of an estim at­ 
ed 300 spectators, police re­ 
ported. 
State Police said 23 persons 
w ere hospitalized, mostly with 
broken limbs. One person suf­ 
fered a broken jaw. 
About 800 persons were in the 
tent before the storm began, but 
many left because of the heavy 
rain and winds.

MIAMI (AP) — Suicide, man's 
decision to risk death rather 
than life, seems hardest to un­ 
derstand among the young with 
their lives stretching ahead like 
super highways with no speed 
limits. 
Yet it happens. 
A Florida state representa­ 
tive's son, age 21, is found in 
his car on a deserted stretch 
of beach a gun by his side and 
a bullet hole through his right 
temple. 
A 
North Carolina college 
freshman slips a belt around his 
neck, secures it to an over 
head light fixture and steps off 
the bed to his death. 
A 25-year-old graduate stu­ 
dent, believing he has failed his 
thesis, ends It all by leaving a 
21st floor storage room through 
the window. He doesn't know his 
thesis has already been Judged 
superior. 
A 14-year-old in Massachu­ 
setts hangs himself with a neck­ 
tie from the closet rod, leaving 
a note to his father reading, 
4 ‘I love you, but I just can't go 
through life. I can't take the 
ridicule of those bastards at 
school” . 
Although statistics about ap­ 
parent suicides are deceiving 
and difficult to pin down, enough 
young people decide they “ just 
can't go through life” to make 
suicide the second cause of 
death (after accidents) among 
college students and third (after 
accidents and cancer) in the 15 
to 19 age group. 
Of course young people don't 
die of much else, unlike their 
elders who push suicide down 
into the lower 5 of the top 10 
causes of death by dying more 
often of other things like heart 
disease. On the other hand, 
many suicides never show up 
in the statistics to protect the 
family, church or school or 
because, as in the case of auto­ 
mobile fatalities, suicides are 
difficult to pinpoint. 
What young people commit 
suicide? 
Excluding those who choose to 
die for a cause or to speed the 
end of a terminal illness, the 
individual is often in a pit of de­ 
pression from which he sees no 
other exit at the moment. He 
can be rich or poor, brilliant 
or just passing, son of a social­ 
ite, Episcopal bishop or a day 
laborer. 
Among collegians, the suicide 
victim is probably a male since 
2 to 1 boys try and succeed. 
Girls, perhaps because they 
seem to favor slashed wrists 
and pills over guns and other 
more violent avenues, are more 
often suicide gestures. 
The potential suicide usually 
gives warning, although it is not 
a red flag waving In a classroom 
or showing up on a medical 
chart as WJ). Temby found in a 
study of suicides at Harvard. 
Yet parents, a roommate, a 
floor counselor or the family 
physician should be alert to 
changes In behavior.

helplessness, apathy, 
mental or motor retardation, 
loss of appetite and sleep dis­ 
turbances. 
Dr. Edmund E. Allen, as di­ 
rector of the Development Cen­ 
ter of the University of South 
Florida, warns of previous at­ 
tempts or gestures, any unusual 
or peculiar behavior, plans for 
a long, vague trip and with­ 
drawal from normal life acti­ 
vities as preludes to suicide 
attempts. 
Often without realizing it, the 
potential suicide uses these be­ 
havior hints as a call for help, 
love and attention. 
Dr. Joseph P. Ansfield, chief 
psychiatrist at the University of 
Arizona Student Health Center, 
said, “ Suicide is the final ex­ 
pression of depression. The 
act Itself is a cry for help. 
The student is desperate. In his 
own way of thinking, he sees 
this as the last and only re ­ 
sort. The suicide gesture is a 
cry to test if people really do 
care. He is depressed and in 
need of help.” 
How many young people need 
such help? 
Estimates vary. 
While “ Moderator,” a maga­ 
zine 
for 
college students, 
claimed 1,000 college students 
succeed in committing suicide 
each year, Dr. Richard K. .Mc­ 
Gee, an associate psychology 
professor at the University of 
Florida and co-author of a sta­ 
tistical study of suicide, be­ 
lieves a more accurate figure 
of annual suicides on campus 
is slightly under 300. 
“ The general impression of 
psychologist, counseling center 
personnel and other ‘student- 
helpers' around Florida is that 
the suicide problem is grossly 
over-emphasized.” 
Others, such as Dr. Shneid­ 
man, would call the 1,000 figure 
conservative. 
Whether 300 or 1,000, the 
statistics don't answer the most 
important question about youth­ 
ful suicides: why? 
Is it pressure, both academic 
and social, which has seemed to 
increase each year since Sput­ 
nik as the post-war baby boom 
grew up in an increasingly com­ 
plicated society? Is it a grow­ 
ing mental Illness among the 
young? Is it the multi-univer­ 
sity? 
Is it the war in Viet­ 
nam? Is it the family? 
According to psychologists, all 
these factors contribute to some 
extent to the mounting emotional 
stress which can lead to suicide, 
but the roots of the problem al­ 
ways seem to lead back to the 
family. 
Dean William Butler, psychol­ 
ogist and vice president in 
charge of student activities at 
the University of Miami, said: 
“ On any campus 10 per cent 
of the population is in need of 
p r o f e s s i o n a l psychological 
counseling at any given time. 


That's a conservative estimate. 
Some psychologists go up to 20 
per cent.” 
Generally, the professionals 
trace the causes of such malad­ 
justments to difficulties in 
childhood and youth ratter than 
problems the youths face cur­ 
rently. 
“ It's not homosexuality, drug? 
or college. 
The problem is 
people. The external things are 
no more than inciting factors,” 
said one Miami psychiatrist. 
Yet a romantic breakup, guilt 
over pre-m arital sex, or aca­ 
demic failure are often pin­ 
pointed as the surface reasons. 
The instability of society and 
the poor peace prospects of the 
world contribute to the general 
mental uneasiness of today's 
youth, Dr. Butler said. 
» “ In general, most psycholo­ 
gists agree that frustration in 
one's society leads to severe 
depression and from there to 
suicide,” Dr. Butler said. 
“ What 
causes 
frustration? 
There is more frustration in 
society than ever before and 
this is reflected on the college 
campus.” 
The frustrations can lead to 
more than one form of suicide. 
Drug usage and dropping out are 
also ways of stepping out of life 
as it is, drugs can also trigger 
ratter than solve depression. 
“ The actual suicide rate of the 
college student is only about 
one -third the rate for the same 
age group in the total population 
at large,” said Dr. McGee. 
“ This would lead us to conclude 
that actually college life, while 
it produces unique stresses, 
also provides supports and 
safeguards which may effect­ 
ively prevent suicides.” 
Realizing that many students 
enter the university with their 
own sets of emotional prob­ 
lems, most universities through 
health and psychological cen­ 
ters have tried to provide tyelp 
without going into lengthy ther­ 
apy (usually such a student is 
advised to take a leave to set­ 
tle his problems with otter 
professionals).

MIAMI (AP)— Suicide, man’s 
decision to risk death rather 
than life, seems hardest to un­ 
derstand among the young with 
their lives stretching ahead like 
super highways with no speed 
limits. 
Yet it happens. 
A Florida state representa­ 
tive’s son, age 21, is found in 
his car on a deserted stretch 
of beach a gun by his side and 
a bullet hole through his right 
temple. 
A 
North Carolina 
college 
freshman slips a be It around his 
neck, secures it to an over 
head light fixture and steps off 
the bed to his death. 
A 25-year-old graduate stu­ 
dent, believing he has failed his 
thesis, ends it all by leaving a 
21st floor storage room through 
the window. He doesn’t know his 
thesis has already been judged 
superior. 
A 14-year-old in Massachu­ 
setts hangs himself with a neck­ 
tie from the closet rod, leaving 
a note to his father reading, 
* ‘I love you, but I just can’t go 
through life. 
I can’t take the 
ridicule of those bastards at 
school” . 
Although statistics about ap­ 
parent suicides are deceiving 
and difficult to pin down, enough 
young people decide they “ just 
can’t go through life” to make 
suicide the second cause of 
death (after accidents) among 
college students and third (after 
accidents and cancer) in the 15 
to 19 age group. 
Of course young people don’t 
die of much else, unlike their 
elders who push suicide down 
into the lower 5 of the top 10 
causes of death by dying more 
often of other things like heart 
disease. On the other hand, 
many suicides never show up 
in the statistics to protect the 
family, church or school or 
because, as In the case of auto­ 
mobile fatalities, suicides are 
difficult to pinpoint. 
What young people commit 
suicide? 
Excluding those who choose to 
die for a cause or to speed the 
end of a terminal illness, the 
individual is often in a pit of de­ 
pression from which he sees no 
other exit at the moment. He 
can be rich or poor, brilliant 
or just passing, son of a social­ 
ite, Episcopal bishop or a day 
laborer. 
Among collegians, the suicide 
victim is probably a male since 
2 to 1 boys try and succeed. 
Girls, perhaps because they 
seem to favor slashed wrists 
and pills over guns and other 
more violent avenues, are more 
often suicide gestures. 
The potential suicide usually 
gives warning, although it Is not 
a red flag waving in a classroom 
or showing up on a medical 
chart as W.D. Temby found in a 
study of suicides at Harvard. 
Yet parents, a roommate, a 
floor counselor or the family 
physician should be alert to 
changes In behavior. 
Dr. Edwin S. Shneidman and 
Dr. Larry H. Dizmang of the 
National 
Institute of Mental 
Health advise family physicians 
to look for depression in “ the 
classical mood changes of des­ 
pondency, feelings of hopeless­ 


ness, 
helplessness, 
apathy, 
mental or motor retardation, 
loss of appetite and sleep dis­ 
turbances. 
Dr. Edmund E. Allen, as di­ 
rector of the Development Cen­ 
ter of the University of South 
Florida, warns of previous at­ 
tempts or gestures, any unusual 
or peculiar behavior, plans for 
a long, vague trip and with­ 
drawal from normal life acti­ 
vities as preludes to suicide 
attempts. 
Often without realizing it, the 
potential suicide uses these be­ 
havior hints as a call for help, 
love and attention. 
Dr. Joseph P. Ansfield, chief 
psychiatrist at the University of 
Arizona Student Health Center, 
said, “ Suicide is the final ex­ 
pression of depression. 
The 
act itself is a cry for help. 
The student is desperate. In his 
own way of thinking, he sees 
this as the last and only re ­ 
sort. 
The suicide gesture is a 
cry to test if people really do 
care. 
He Is depressed and in 
need of help.” 
How many young people need 
such help? 
Estimates vary. 
While “ Moderator,” a maga­ 
zine 
for 
college 
students, 
claimed 1,000 college students 
succeed In committing suicide 
each year, Dr. Richard K. Mc­ 
Gee, an associate psychology 
professor at the University of 
Florida and co-author of a sta­ 
tistical 
study of suicide, be­ 
lieves a more accurate figure 
of annual suicides on campus 
is slightly under 300. 
“ The general Impression of 
psychologist, counseling center 
personnel and other ‘student- 
helpers* around Florida is that 
the suicide problem Is grossly 
over-emphasized.” 
Others, such as Dr. Shneid­ 
man, would call the 1,000 figure 
conservative. 
Whether 300 or 1,000, the 
statistics don’t answer the most 
important question about youth­ 
ful suicides: why? 
Is it pressure, both academic 
and social, which has seemed to 
increase each year since Sput­ 
nik as the post-war baby boom 
grew up in an increasingly com - 
plicated society? Is it a grow­ 
ing mental illness among the 
young? 
Is it the multi-univer­ 
sity? 
Is It the war in Viet­ 
nam? Is it the family? 
According to psychologists, all 
these factors contribute to some 
extent to the mounting emotional 
stress which can lead to suicide, 
but the roots of the problem al­ 
ways seem to lead back to the 
family. 
Dean William Butler, psychol­ 
ogist 
and vice president in 
charge of student activities at 
the University of Miami, said: 
“ On any campus 10 per cent 
of the population is in need of 
p r o f e s s i o n a l psychological 
counseling at any given time. 


That’s a conservative estimate. 
Some psychologists go up to 20 
per cent.” 
Generally, the professionals 
trace the causes of such malad­ 
justments 
to difficulties in 
childhood and youth rather than 
problems the youths face cur­ 
rently. 
“ It’s not homosexuality, drug? 
or college. 
The problem is 
people. The external things are 
no more than inciting factors,” 
said one Miami psychiatrist. 
Yet a romantic breakup, guilt 
over pre-marital sex, or aca­ 
demic failure are often pin­ 
pointed as the surface reasons. 
The Instability of society and 
the poor peace prospects of the 
world contribute to the general 
mental uneasiness of today’s 
youth, Dr. Butler said. 
» “ In general, most psycholo­ 
gists agree that frustration in 
one’s society leads to severe 
depression and from there to 
suicide,” 
Dr. Butler 
said. 
“ What 
causes 
frustration? 
There is more frustration in 
society than ever before and 
this is reflected on the college 
campus.” 
The frustrations can lead to 
more than one form of suicide. 
Drug usage and dropping out are 
also ways of stepping out of life 
as it is, drugs can also trigger 
rather than solve depression. 
“ The actual suicide rate of the 
college student is only about 
one -third the rate for the same 
age group in the total population 
at large,” said D r. McGee. 
* ‘This would lead us to conclude 
that actually college life, while 
It produces unique stresses, 
also provides 
supports and 
safeguards which may effect­ 
ively prevent suicides.” 
Realizing that many students 
enter the university with their 
own sets of emotional prob­ 
lems, most universities through 
health and psychological cen­ 
ters have tried to provide help 
without going into lengthy ther­ 
apy (usually such a student is 
advised to take a leave to set­ 
tle his problems with other 
professionals).

Assemblyman John G.Veneman 
of Modesto, expected a tough 
fight in getting the required t wo - 
thirds vote— 27 out of foe 40 
members—to win Senate pass­ 
age. 
The bill then goes back to foe 
Democratic-controlled Assem­ 
bly where it would need 54 votes 
out of the membership of 80, 
for final passage. 
It passed 
there May 28, but assemblymen 
would still have to vote on Sen­ 


ate revisions.

—Allocates $155 million to the 
58 counties. They would esta­ 
blish property tax relief funds 
and would have to state on tax 
bills whether the money was 
used for tax cuts or other pur­ 
poses.

Public Safety W ill Be Jeopardized 
If Ambulance Radio Equipment Goes 


You had better not need an am bulance In Teham a County after 
July 31. 
That is the last day the radio tra n sm itte r may be operated in 
the only privately owned ambulance serv ice in Teham a County, a c ­ 
cording to notice received yesterday by the board of supervisors. 
We can all recall many instances in which a few m inutes saved 
by an alert, fast em ergency crew has made the difference be­ 
tween life and death to an injured or ill p erson. Speedy delivery 
to trained doctors also holds many potentially m ajor injuries 
to com paratively minor ones. 
An ambulance without radio equipm ent is com parable to going 
back to the horse and buggy days. P artic u larly terrifying for the 
victim , is waiting for the ambulance that has been m isdirected, 
while the driver frantically search es for a telephone so he can 
call the dispatcher and get the right d irectio n s. 
This doesn’t make sense. 
Many em ergency calls hold su rp rises fo r the ambulance crew. 
Som etim es an extra victim is found n ear a w reck. TTiere may 
be an urgent need to have a specific doctor on his way to the hos­ 
pital to give fastest possible service to the victim . A radio call 
from the ambulance can coordinate all effo rts. We are not only 
interested in what happens to us o r our loved ones in such a 
tragedy. 
This is simply a m atter of doing the humane thing. 
If it’s an out-of-state trav eler, a bum. . . any m em ber of the 
human race, it is Incumbent upon us to get the Injured to p ro ­ 
fessional help without adding to the possibility of his being un­ 
duly stranded by a flat tire o r other unpredictable m isfortune. 
We are confident that on second thought the perm it will not 
be canceled. 
Radio service should be left in our am bulance. . . and p erm is­ 
sion should be given to install a tran sm itte r in a second ambulance, 
as requested. 


Early M an Dig ’ Continues 


Until quite recently it was common belief among archaeolo­ 
gists that man did not appear on the North Am erican continent 
until about 20,000 years ago. G reat in terest was thus aroused 
when diggers in the eastern Calico Mountains of California r e ­ 
cently turned up indications that N orth Am erican man may date 
back 30,000 to 60,000 years e a rlie r than that. 


And apprehension was aroused when persons claim ing to hold 
mining rights on the site of the dig began to talk of moving in forth­ 
with unless -an enorm ous sum of money was produced. It appeared 
for a tim e that work on this archaeological find, one of the m ost 
im portant ever made on this continent, might be halted. 


Fortunately, this danger seem s to have been averted. S ecre­ 
tary Udall of the Departm ent of the Interior says exam iners find 
the mining claim s invalid, and adds that the claim ants will be 
treated as tre sp a sse rs should they interfere with those holding 
archaeological “ dig” perm its from the departm ent. 


It is not yet certain that artifacts found at the site are as old *u» 
is claim ed. The im oortani thing is that, with the threat o* .¡lining 
operations rem oved, the slow process of accumulating evidence 
can continue. The study of man’s earliest p re p u c e on this contin­ 
ent captures the interest of m illions o’ A m ericans.

IF A CHILD is bom with 
a h e a rt m urm ur, how is it de­ 
term ined if it is, or is not a 
dangerous kind? 
I t is a never ending source 
of wonder th a t so few chil­ 
dren are bom w ith any kind 
of h e a rt m urm ur or h e a rt de­ 
fect, considering th e millions 
th a t are bom 
e a c h y e a r . 
They occur so 
r a r e l y th a t 
m others m ust 
not h a v e the 
slightest anxi­ 
ety about this 
p o s s i b i 1- 
ity. 
The 
fre­ 
quency is even 
f u r t h e r re­ 
duced because doctors now fol­ 
low m ost 
pregnancies from 
th e tim e they are definitely 
established until delivery'. All 
drugs are new reduced to a 
m inim um 
during 
pregnancy 
and elim inate the frequency 
of this complication. 
A simple, unim portant heart 
m urm ur is usually unaccom­ 
panied by the tell-tale sym p­ 
tom s th a t identify the more 
im p o rtan t m urm urs. The safe, 
“functional” m urm urs do not 
affect the grow th of the in­ 
fan t, his health, and, later, his 
capacity to indulge in full ac­ 
tiv ity in sports. No lim itation 
is imposed on the child with 
such a m urm ur, in order to 
avoid th e psychological stig­ 
m a of being an invalid. P a r­ 
ents, school officials, and doc­ 
to rs should be acquainted with 
the existence of the m urm ur 
to avoid possibility of the child 
learning about it and feeling 
insecure, or inadequate, as a 
result. W hen he is old enough, 
he can be told about it, with 
the em phasis m ade on its rela­ 
tive unim portance. 
A m ore com plicated m ur­ 
m ur, due to some h e a rt de­ 
fect, can be studied in m any 
w ays. T here are now special­ 
ists who. by X -rays and angio­ 
g r a m s . can pinpoint any de­ 
fect in th e h ea rt valves, or the 
w alls th a t sep arate th e right 
side of th e h e a rt from the 
left. 
So rem ark ab le are the ad­ 
vances m ade in th e diagn<.*>is 
and in the surgery' of h ea rt 


defects th a t m any 
children

eventually live perfectly nor­ 


mal, healthy adult lives.

WHAT are the most com­ 
mon types of hearing im pair­ 
m ent? Are they different in 
the young from the adult? 
There are two most common 
form s of deafness. The first is 
called the conductive type, in 
which there is some interfer­ 
ence w ith sound waves as they 
enter the ear canal and m ake 
the ear drum vibrate. Infec­ 
tions of the middle ear on the 
other side of the ear dium 
interfere with the transm is­ 
sion o f t h e s o u n d of the 
spoken voice. 
The second type is called 
the perceptive form, or nerve 
deafness due to disease of the 
inner ear, the nerves going to 
the brain and disease of the 
brain itself. Frequently, there 
can be a combination of both 
the conductive and the nerve 
deafness in the sam e person. 
A special condition called 
otosclerosis is one th a t tends 
to occu • more frequently in 
women 
and. alm ost always, 
has an hereditary' background. 
This particular kind of deaf­ 
ness lends itself to some of the 
new, rem arkable, and ingeni­ 
ous operations th a t have been 
devised in the past 25 years. 


W ith advancing age, there 
frequently is a gradual loss of 
hearing, 
especially 
for 
the 
high tones. This is known as 
presbycusis and is considered 
to be a com bination of both 
types of hearing im pairm ent. 
The advances in the use of 
m odern h e a r i n g aids have 
been rem arkably effective in 
am plifying 
sound 
for those 
who have this form of deaf­ 
ness. The benefits arc great 
f o r t h o s e who can break 
t h r o u g h the restrictions of 
their vanity th a t cheats them 
of the right to hear again.

WASHINGTON - The natural 
gas industry’s victory for a lax 
gas pipeline safety bill, in the 
House of R epresentatives last 
week, illu strate s not only the 
effectiveness of astute lobbyists 
but also a problem facing the 
White House. 
Lyndon Johnson has done more 
for public protection than any 
President in history — ranging 
from auto safety to tru th -in - 
lending to consum er protection. 
He is heartily for a strong 
gas pipeline safety bill to p ro ­ 
tect the public from the in ­ 
creasing num ber of explosions 
occurring in the huge 700.000- 
mile network of pipes, som e of 
them aging, 
which c riss c ro ss 
the nation. 
However, lurking in the maze 
of our federal bureaucracy is 
one potent bureaucrat who is 
not so concerned. And one re a ­ 
son for the lobbyists’ victory 
on pipeline safety was the foot- 
dragging of John Sweeney, a s ­ 
sistant secretary of tran sp o rta­ 
tion. 
At a tim e when the White House 
needed to make a drive to d e­ 
feat lobbyists’ p re ssu re 
on 
Capitol Hill, Sweeney was tak­ 
ing a cram bar-review course 
to be admitted to the D. C. bar. 
Furtherm ore, his chief a s s is t­ 
ant, 
Donald 
R adler, 
was on 
vacation when he should have 
been working on Capitol Hill. 
Finally, 
Sweeney 
had been 
holding p ress conferences s ta t­ 
ing that the weak House version 
of the pipeline bill was satisfac­ 
tory, and the very sam e tim e 
Sweeney’s 
chief, S ecretary of 
T ransportation Alan Boyd, was 
presenting the bill as a “ dang­ 
erous deception.” 
E arlie r, Sweeney’s private af­ 
fection for the pipeline industry 
angered the relatively calm Jo ­ 
seph 
Califano 
in 
the White 
House. Califano berated him 
over the telephone. However, 
last week Sweeney apparently 
had forgotten Califnno’s bawl­ 
ing out. 
The A ssistant S ecretary of 
T ransportation was appointed 
to his job from an excellent 
background. He did well as a s ­ 
sistant to the late Sen. Pat M c­ 
N am ara of Michigan, Dem ocrat, 
a 
crusader 
for 
the pimlic. 
Sweeney also did wet’, with the 
Appalachian Regional Com m is­ 
sion. But rec^.itly he has nursed 
a private 
am bition to become 
govci-nor 
of Michigan, though 
with Michigan now leaning R e­ 
publican he may set up a law 
practice in Washington instead. 
ONE BUREAUCRAT’S RECORD 
At any rate, Sweeney has con­ 
sistently 
undercut 
his boss, 
S ecretary Boyd, to say nothing 
of his chief in the White House. 
H ere is a part of his record; 
* Sweeney argued that S ecre­ 
tary Boyd should not under­ 
take a tw o-year study of the auto 
insurance industry, which has 
hiked rates on so many m otor­ 
ists and canceled out on others. 
Boyd overruled him and went a- 
head. 
* On the other hand, Sweeney 
succeeded in persuadingSeere- 
tary 
Boyd to go easy on the 
auto industry in disclosing cost 
of 
safety 
features 
required 
under new auto safety leg isla­ 
tion. 
* Sweeney telephoned the staff 
of the D em ocratic Study Group 
in the House of R epresentatives, 
stating that the Transportation 
Departm ent was backing the 
highway authorization biil which 
provides for super highways in 
the D istrict of Columbia. This is 
the bill favored by the highway 
lobbyists but vigorously oppos­ 
ed by S ecretary Boyd. 
* Sweeney has refused to push 


his supporters into setting up 
the first oil pipeline safety stan­ 
dards, long overdue. 
* S w e e n e y 
is against the 
T ransportation 
D epartm ent's 
plan to build a prototype safety 
autom obile equipped with an 
anti-pollution m uffler to kill 
exhaust fumes, even though the 
law req u ires the T ransporta­ 
tion Departm ent to build such a 
safety car. 
Sweeney told a group of state 
officials not to w orry about the 
federal government imposing a 
10 per cent penalty by with­ 
holding highway 
funds if the 
sta te s didn’t carry out their ob­ 
ligation to set up highway safe­ 
ty program s. 
Congress has 
passed a law requiring states 
to m eet federal funds. Sweeney 
belittled this requirem ent. His 
boss, S ecretary Boyd, was any­ 
thing but pleased. However, the 
dam age was already done. 
Sweeney is a charm ing, intel­ 
ligent individual, which makes 
him all the m ore effective. He 
is one bureaucrat whose am bi­ 
tion to become a law yer or enter 
Michigan politics should be fu r­ 
thered by P resident Johnson. 


CAPITAL NEWS CAPSULES 
RACE RIOTS — To keep racial 
violence from exploding again 
this sum m er, Vice President 
Humphrey nas urged privately 
that the National Guard be call­ 
ed to active duty to augment 
the police in troubled cities. 
He believes guardsm en should 
be given special police and riot 
training. Humphrey was im ­ 
p ressed with the effectiveness 
of police and guardsm en in 
suppressing trouble in W ash­ 
ington following the shutdown of 
R esurrection City. Riots can be 
avoided, he belie ves, if the auth­ 
o ritie s move fast enough. 
UNWISE ECONOMY 
- The 
Joint Chiefs of Staff have com ­ 
plained to Secretary of Defense 
C lark Clifford that cutbacks by 
C ongress have already caused 
serio u s m ilitary shortages a - 
round the world. In Europe and 
K orea, none of the arm ed s e r­ 
vices have enough spare parts 
to koep all their equipment 
operating. The Navy has com ­ 
plained that ship rep airs have 
fallen dangerously behind sche­ 
dule. The Air F orce doesn’t 
have enough skilled manpower

Neqroes Write 
Black History 


SAN FRANCISCO -T w oN egro 
psychiatrists at the University 
of C alifornia's San Francisco 
Medical Center have developed 
a unique history of black people. 
They hope it “ will instill a m ea­ 
sure of pride in black audiences 
and respect by all A m ericans 
for the rich heritage of the 
American N e g ro /' 
The course consists of 15 au­ 
dio-visual presentations, each 
about 20 minutes in length. Some 
2,000 color slides and a taped 
narration trace the history of 
the black people in the context 
oí world-wide econom ic, politi­ 
cal, and cultural factors. 
D rs. Price Cobbs and William 
G rier, who created the course, 
state that “ the N egro must see 
and respect his history as the 
beginning steps to a healthy 
and positive self-identity.” 
The program is also designed 
to help whites “ understand the 
significance of the contribu­ 
tion;: of black people to the 
world, so that we can heighten 
respect for the Am erican Ne­ 
g ro .”

MR. NIXON’S 
EXPANDED DEMOCRACY 
M r. Richard Nixon is on to 
som ething 
very 
im portant, 
namely that som e of the d is­ 
satisfactions of the new d is­ 
sen ters are absolutely justified, 
and that those dissatisfactions 
are by no m eans the monopoly 
of the left, M r. Nixon’s June 28 
radio 
speech, “ Towards 
an 
Expanded 
D em ocracy,” sug­ 
gests that his eye is finally fo­ 
cusing on som e of the psycho­ 
logical consequences of om ni­ 
potent governm ent which grew, 
alas, not m erely under recent 
dem ocratic 
adm inistrations, 
but under M r. Eisenhow er’s as 
well. 
No m atter, b etter late than 
never, and although M r.N ixon's 
speech dribbled off into misty 
pieties, the analytical fram e­ 
work is tough and exciting. 
He began by saying that we 
have reason to believe that 
those of our dem onstrators who 
are moved to revolution for the 
sake of revolution: those who 
specifically understand them ­ 
selves as disciples of C astro 
or Guevara or Mao, are a very 
sm all m inority, easily coped 
with by the assertio n of the law. 
M r. Nixon then goes on to d e­ 
scribe those among the aliena­ 
ted who are not in any techni­ 
cal or ideological sense revo­ 
lutionists. 
“ L et’s 
look,” he 
says, “ at som e of the things 
they’re angry about: 
“ A m aternalism that robs the 
individual of his sense of self. 
“ A widening gulf between the 
individual and his government 
as effective power moves fu r­ 
ther and further away. 
“ A 
political dialogue litte r­ 
ed with broken prom ises, with 
false 
phrases 
and 
inflated 
hopes. 
“ A racial dialogue still stud­ 
ded with the old stereotypes. 
“ A welfare system that breaks 
families apart ra th e r than hold­ 
ing them together. 
“ A disillusionm ent with w ars 
that seem avoidable, in places 
that seem rem ote. 
“ An anxiety about the future, 
and about the place of the indi­ 


vidual — who m ore and m ore 
seem s alone and pow erless a - 
gainst 
an 
overwhelming so ­ 
ciety.” 
That is, of course, to identify 
the condition that has re su lt­ 
ed from overweening govern­ 
ment, and from the rhetoric of 
Utopia. M r. Nixon went on to 
recommend a new Hoover Com - 
mission, whose mandate would 
be not m erely to recom m end 
ways in which the government 
might be improved, but to weigh 
the uses of government against 
expanded c rite ria , which would 
include not m erely efficiency, 
but the effect on the subject- 
citizen. 


M r. Nixon, as I have noted, 
does not get terrib ly concrete, 
but it is quite enough that he 
should be explicitly endorsing 
an analysis that others have 
striven to make over the years. 
A decade ago, writing about 
the then- Silent Generation, a 
young 
conservative observed 
that “ there is personal s a tis ­ 
faction 
to 
be 
derived from 
having a hand in the shaping of 
events. A phenomenon 
of our 
age has been that fatalistic se n ­ 
se of personal rem oteness from 
the 
m echanism s 
of 
public 
policy. T here will not again be a 
robust political life in the un­ 
dergraduate world until the stu ­ 
dent becomes convinced that it 
m atters what he thinks about 
public problem s. Briefly, after 
the war, the world appeared to 
be in flux, and from all over 
hands reached out, straining to 
leave individual m arks on the 
clay — quick before it h ard ­ 
en s.” 


Then — and suddenly now a - 
gain — “ It was generally b e­ 
lieved that every individual ex ­ 
ertion, every point scored, ev ­ 
ery pamphlet distributed, every 
polemic delivered, contributed 
to the crystallization of an h is­ 
torical im pulse.” 
In between w ere the silent 
years, from which the students 
are awakening. They may find 
the Right, vide M r. Nixon, far 
m ore responsive than the old 
Left.

Study Surveys Youths ’ Smoking 


By LOUISE CHASE 
W omen’s M edical N ew sservice 
What is the m ajor influence 
that leads a young person to 
begin sm oking? His friends. 
This is the finding of a study 
of some 50,000 boys and girls in 
the fifth through twelfth grades 
in the Indianapolis school sy s­ 
tem . 
The clinical psychologist who 
directed the study found that 
peer group influence is by far 
the most im portant casual fact * 
or leading boys and girls down 
the garden path to respiratory 
d iseases. 
The study found that of the en­ 
tire group of pupils, nine per 
cent smoke every day, 12 per 
cent smoke regularly but not 
every day. A nother 40 per cent 
have tried sm oking but did not 
continue, while 35 per cent had 
not yet tried sm oking. 
Those who sm oke every day 
consume m ore than three packs 
of cigarettes a week, while the 
weekly average for those who 
sm oke, but not daily, is about a 
half a pack. 
Slightly m ore than one out of 


three of the pupils report that 
m ost of their friends smoke, and 
three out of 10 say their best 
friend sm okes. 


HAZARDS KNOWN 
Like their eld e rs, the young 
folk know the hazards involved 
in smoking. M ore than nine out 
of ten indicated aw areness that 
smoking harm s the lungs. Two- 
thirds also knew that sm oking is 
bad for the h eart. 
The older a child is the m ore 
likely he is to sm oke. At grade 
five, fewer than eight per cent 
regard them selves as sm okers, 
but by 12th grade 31 per cent 
have the habit. 
Perhaps to prove their m anli­ 
ness, m ore boys than girls 
smoke. Among the regular sm o ­ 
kers 48 p er cent of the boys 
smoke every day, com pared to 
36 per cent of the g irls. The 
boys smoke an average of m ore 
than two packs a week, the g irls 
a pack and a half. 
W ith smoking education as with 
sex education, apparently, the 
e a rlie r you teach them , the b et­ 
te r the chance of reaching them .

Public Safety Will Be Jeopardized 
If Ambulance Radio Equipment Goes 


You had better not need an am bulance in Teham a County after 
July 31. 
That is the last day the radio tra n sm itte r may be operated in 
the only privately owned am bulance serv ice in Teham a County, ac­ 
cording to notice received yesterday by tee board of supervisors. 
We can all recall many Instances in which a few m inutes saved 
by an a le rt, fast em ergency crew has made the difference b e­ 
tween life and death to an injured or ill person. Speedy delivery 
to trained doctors also holds many potentially m ajor injuries 
to com paratively m inor ones. 
An am bulance without radio equipm ent is com parable to going 
back to the horse and buggy days. P artic u larly te rrify in g for the 
victim , is waiting for the am bulance that has been m isdirected, 
while the d riv er frantically searches for a telephone so he can 
call the dispatcher and get the right directions. 
This doesn’t make sense. 
Many em ergency calls hold su rp rise s for the am bulance crew. 
Som etim es an extra victim is found near a w reck. T here may 
be an urgent need to have a specific doctor on his way to the hos­ 
pital to give fastest possible service to the victim . A radio call 
from tee ambulance can coordinate all efforts. We a re not only 
interested in what happens to us o r our loved ones in such a 
tragedy. 
T his is sim ply a m atter of doing the humane thing. 
If it’s an out-of-state trav e ler, a bum. . .a n y m em ber of tee 
human rac e, it is incumbent upon us to get the injured to p ro­ 
fessional help without adding to the possibility of h is being un­ 
duly stranded by a flat tire o r other unpredictable m isfortune. 
We are confident that on second thought the p erm it will not 
be canceled. 
Radio service should be left in our am bulance. . . and p erm is­ 
sion should be given to install a tran sm itte r in a second ambulance, 
as requested. 


Early Man ‘Dig ’ Continues 


Until quite recently it was common belief am ong archaeolo­ 
gists that man did not appear on the North A m erican continent 
until about 20,000 years ago. G reat interest was thus aroused 
when diggers in the eastern Calico Mountains of C alifornia re ­ 
cently turned up indications that N orth Am erican man may date 
back 30,000 to 60,000 y ears e a rlie r than that. 


And apprehension was aroused when persons claim ing to hold 
mining rights on the site of the dig began to talk of moving in forth­ 
with unless an enorm ous sum of money was produced. It appeared 
for a tim e that work on this archaeological find, one of the most 
im portant ever made on this continent, might be halted. 


Fortunately, this danger seem s to have been averted. S ecre­ 
tary Udall of the D epartm ent of the Interior says exam iners find 
the mining claim s invalid, and adds that the claim ants will be 
treated as tre sp a sse rs should they interfere with those holding 
archaeological “ dig” perm its from the departm ent. 


It is not yet certain that artifacts found at the site a re as old 
is claim ed. The im portant thing is that, with the th rea t o* mining 
operations rem oved, the slow process of accum ulating evidence 
can continue. The study of man’s earliest presence on this contin­ 
ent captures the interest of m illions o’ American».

IF A CHILD is b om with 
a h e a rt m urm ur, how is it de­ 
term ined if it is, or is not a 
dangerous kind? 
I t is a never ending source 
of w onder th a t so few chil­ 
dren are bom w ith an y kind 
of h e a rt m urm ur or h e a rt de­ 
fect, considering th e millions 
th a t are bom 
e a c h y e a r . 
They occur so 
r a r e l y th a t 
m others m ust 
not h a v e the 
slightest anxi­ 
ety about this 
p o s s i b 1 1- 
ity. 
The fre­ 
quency is even 
f u r t h e r re­ 
duced because doctors now fol­ 
low m ost 
pregnancies from 
th e tim e they a re definitely 
established until delivery. All 
drugs are new reduced to a 
m inim um 
during 
pregnancy 
and elim inate the frequency 
of th is com plication. 
A sim ple, unim portant heart 
m u rm u r is usually unaccom ­ 
panied by the tell-tale sym p­ 
tom s th a t identify the more 
im p o rtan t m urm urs. The safe, 
•‘fun ctio n al'’ m urm urs do not 
affect the grow th of the in­ 
fant, his health, and, later, his 
capacity to indulge in full ac­ 
tiv ity in sports. No lim itation 
is im posed on th e child with 
such a m urm ur, in order to 
avoid th e psychological stig­ 
m a of being an invalid. P a r­ 
ents, school officials, and doc­ 
to rs should be acquainted with 
the existence of the m urm ur 
to avoid possibility of th e child 
learning about it and feeling 
insecure, or inadequate, as a 
result. W hen he is old enough, 
he can be told about it, with 
th e em phasis m ade on its rela­ 
tive unim portance. 
A m ore com plicated m ur­ 
m ur, due to som e h e a rt de­ 
fect, can be studied in m any 
w ays. T here are now special­ 
ists who, by X -rays and angio­ 
gram s, can pinpoint any de­ 
fec t in th e h e a rt valves, or the 
w alls th a t se p a ra te th e right 
sids of th e h e a rt from the 
left. 
So rem a rk a b le are the ad­ 
vances m ade in the diagnosis 
ajui in the surgery' of heart 


defects th at 
m any 
children 
who 
might 
otherw ise 
have 
been c h r o n i c invalids can 
eventually live perfectly nor­ 


mal, healthy adult lives. 


WHAT are the most com­ 
m on types of hearing im pair­ 
m ent? Are they different in 
the young from the adult? 
There are tw o m ost common 
form s of deafness. The first is 
called the conductive type, in 
which there is some interfer­ 
ence with sound waves as they 
enter the ear canal and m ake 
the ear drum \ib ra te. Infec­ 
tions of the m iddle ear on the 
other side of the ear drum 
interfere w ith the transm is­ 
sion o f t h e s o u n d of the 
spoken voice. 
The second type is called 
the perceptive form , or nerve 
deafness due to disease of the 
inner ear, the nerves going to 
the brain and disease of the 
brain itself. Frequently, there 
can be a com bination of both 
th e conductive and the nerve 
deafness in the sam e person. 
A special condition called 
otosclerosis is one th a t tends 
to occu' m ore frequently in 
women and, 
alm ost always, 
has an hereditary background. 
This particular kind of deaf­ 
ness lends itself to some of the 
new. rem arkable, and ingeni­ 
ous operations th a t have been 
devised in the p ast 25 years. 


W ith advancing age, there 
frequently is a gradual loss of 
hearing, 
especially 
for 
th e 
high tones. T his is known as 
presbycusis and is considered 
to be a com bination of both 
types of hearing im pairm ent. 
The advances in the use of 
modem h e a r i n g aids have 
been rem arkably effective in 
amplifying 
sound for those 
who have th is form of deaf­ 
ness. The benefits are g reat 
f o r t h o s e who can break 
t h r o u g h th e restrictions of 
their vanity th a t cheats them 
of the right to h ear again.

WASHINGTON - The natural 
gas industry’s victory for a lax 
gas pipeline safety bill, in the 
House of R epresentatives last 
week, illu strate s not only the 
effectiveness of astute lobbyists 
but also a problem facing the 
White House. 
Lyndon Johnson has done m ore 
for public protection than any 
President in history — ranging 
from auto safety to tru th -in - 
lending to consum er protection. 
He is heartily for a strong 
gas pipeline safety bill to p ro ­ 
tect the public from the in ­ 
creasing num ber of explosions 
occurring in the huge 700.000- 
m ile network of pipes, som e of 
them aging, 
which c riss c ro ss 
the nation. 
However, lurking in the m aze 
of our federal bureaucracy is 
one potent bureaucrat who is 
not so concerned. And one r e a ­ 
son for the lobbyists’ victory 
on pipeline safety was the foot- 
dragging of John Sweeney, a s ­ 
sistant se creta ry of tra n sp o rta ­ 
tion. 
At a time when the White House 
needed to m ake a drive to d e ­ 
feat lobbyists' p re ssu re 
on 
Capitol Hill, Sweeney was tak­ 
ing a cram bar-review course 
to be admitted to the D. C. b ar. 
Furtherm ore, his chief a s s is t­ 
ant, 
Donald 
R adier, 
was on 
vacation when he should have 
been working on Capitol Hill. 
Finally, 
Sweeney 
had been 
holding p ress conferences s ta t­ 
ing that the weak House version 
of the pipeline bill was sa tisfac­ 
tory, and the very sam e tim e 
Sweeney’s 
chief, S ecretary of 
T ransportation Alan Boyd, was 
presenting the bill as a “ dang­ 
erous deception.” 
E arlier, Sweeney’s private af­ 
fection for the pipeline industry 
angered the relatively calm Jo ­ 
seph 
Califano 
in 
the White 
House. Califano berated him 
over the telephone. However, 
last week Sweeney apparently 
had forgotten Califano’s baw l­ 
ing out. 
The A ssistant S ecretary of 
T ransportation was appointed 
to his job from an excellent 
background. He did well as a s ­ 
sistant to the late Sen. Pat M c­ 
N am ara of M ichigan, D em ocrat, 
a 
crusader 
for 
the poolic. 
Sweeney also did we)! with the 
Appalachian Regim.al C om m is­ 
sion. But rec<\itly he has nursed 
a private 
am bition to become 
govc enor 
of Michigan, though 
with Michigan now leaning R e­ 
publican he may set up a law 
practice in Washington instead. 
ONE BUREAUCRAT’S RECORD 
At any rate, Sweeney has con­ 
sistently 
undercut 
his boss, 
Secretary Boyd, to say nothing 
of his chief in the White House.

This is 
the bill favored by the highway 
lobbyists but vigorously oppos­ 
ed by S ecretary Boyd. 
* Sweeney has refused to push 


his supporters into setting up 
the first oil pipeline safety stan - 
dard s, long overdue. 
* S w e e n e y 
is against the 
T ransportation 
D epartm ent’s 
plan to build a prototype safety 
autom obile equipped with an 
anti-pollution muffler to kill 
exhaust fum es, even though the 
law req u ires the T ran sp o rta­ 
tion D epartm ent to build such a 
safety car, 
Sweeney told a group of sta te 
officials not to worry about the 
federal governm ent imposing a 
10 per cent penalty by w ith­ 
holding highway funds if the 
sta te s didn’t carry out their ob­ 
ligation to set up highway sa fe ­ 
ty program s.

SAN FRANCISCO -T w o N eg ro 
psychiatrists at the U niversity 
of C alifornia’s San F ran cisco 
Medical Center have developed 
a unique history of black people. 
They hope it “ will instill a m ea­ 


s u r e of pride in black audiences 
and respect by all A m ericans 
for the rich heritage of the 
American N egro/* 
The course consists of 15 a u ­ 
dio-visual presentations, each 
about 20 minutes in length. Some 
2,000 color slides and a taped 
narration trac e the history of 
the black people in the context 
of world-wide economic, p o liti­ 
cal, and cultural factors. 
D rs. P rice Cobbs and W illiam 
G rier, who created the co u rse, 
state that “ the Negro m ust see 
and respect his history as the 
beginning steps to a healthy 
and positive self-identity.” 
The program is also designed 
to help w hites “ understand the 
significance of the co n trib u ­ 
tions of black people to the 
world, so that we can heighten 
respect for the A m erican N e­ 
gro .”

MR. NIXON’S 
EXPANDED DEMOCRACY 
M r. R ichard Nixon is on to 
something 
very 
im portant, 
namely that som e of the d is­ 
satisfactions of the new d is­ 
sen ters are absolutely justified, 
and that those dissatisfactions 
are by no means the monopoly 
of the left. M r. Nixon’s June 28 
radio 
speech, “ Tow ards 
an 
Expanded 
D em ocracy,” sug­ 
gests that his eye is finally fo­ 
cusing on som e of the psycho­ 
logical consequences of omni­ 
potent government which grew, 
alas, not m erely under recent 
dem ocratic 
adm inistrations, 
but under M r. Eisenhow er’s as 
well. 
No m atter, better late than 
never, and although M r.N ixon’s 
speech dribbled off into misty 
pieties, the analytical fram e­ 
work is tough and exciting. 
He began by saying that we 
have reason to believe that 
those of our dem onstrators who 
are moved to revolution for the 
sake of revolution: those who 
specifically understand them ­ 
selves as disciples of C astro 
or Guevara or Mao, are a very 
sm all m inority, easily coped 
with by the assertio n of the law. 
Mr. Nixon then goes on to de­ 
scribe those among the aliena­ 
ted who are not in any techni­ 
cal or ideological sense revo­ 
lutionists. 
“ L et’s 
look,” he 
says, “ at some of the things 
they’re angry about: 
“ A m aternalism that robs the 
individual of his sen se of self. 
“ A widening gulf between the 
individual and his government 
as effective power moves fu r­ 
ther and further away. 
“ A 
political dialogue litte r­ 
ed with broken prom ises, with 
false 
phrases 
and 
inflated 
hopes. 
“ A racial dialogue still stud­ 
ded with the old stereotypes. 
“ A welfare system that breaks 
families apart ra th e r than hold­ 
ing them together. 
“ A disillusionm ent with w ars 
that seem avoidable, in places 
that seem rem ote. 
“ An anxiety about the future, 
and about the place of the indi - 


vidual — wh*> m ore and m ore 
seem s alone and pow erless a - 
gainst 
an 
overwhelming so ­ 
ciety .” 
That is, of course, to identify 
the condition that has re su lt­ 
ed from overweening govern­ 
m ent, and from the rhetoric of 
Utopia. M r. Nixon went on to 
recommend a new Hoover Com - 
m ission, whose m andate would 
be not m erely to recom m end 
ways in which the government 
m ight be im proved, but to weigh 
the uses of governm ent against 
expanded c rite ria , which would 
include not m erely efficiency, 
but the effect on the subject- 
citizen. 


M r. Nixon, as I have noted, 
does not get te rrib ly concrete, 
but it is quite enough that he 
should be explicitly endorsing 
an analysis that others have 
striven to make over the years. 
A decade ago, w riting about 
the then- Silent Generation, a 
young 
conservative observed 
that “ there is personal s a tis ­ 
faction 
to 
be 
derived from 
having a hand in the shaping of 
events. A phenomenon 
of our 
age has been that fatalistic sen ­ 
se of personal rem oteness from 
the 
m echanism s 
of 
public 
policy. T here will not again be a 
robust political life in the un­ 
dergraduate world until the stu ­ 
dent becomes convinced that it 
m atters what he thinks about 
public problem s. B riefly, after 
the war, the world appeared to 
be in flux, and from all over 
hands reached out, straining to 
leave individual m arks on the 
clay — quick before it h ard ­ 
e n s .” 


Then — and suddenly now a - 
gain — “ It was generally b e­ 
lieved that every individual ex ­ 
ertion, every point scored, ev ­ 
ery pamphlet distributed, every 
polemic delivered, contributed 
to the crystallization of an h is­ 
torical im pulse.” 
In between w ere the silent 
y ears, from which the students 
are awakening. They may find 
the Right, vide M r. Nixon, far 
m ore responsive than the old 
Left.

Study Surveys Youths ’ Smoking 


By LOUISE CHASE 
W omen’s M edical N ew sservice 
What is the m ajor influence 
that leads a young person to 
begin sm oking? His friends. 
This is the finding of a study 
of some 50,000 boys and g irls in 
the fifth through twelfth grades 
in the Indianapolis school s y s ­ 
tem . 
The clinical psychologist who 
directed the study found that 
peer group influence is by far 
the most im portant casual fac t­ 
or leading boys and girls down 
the garden path to respiratory 
d iseases. 
The study found that of the en ­ 
tire group of pupils, nine per 
cent smoke every day, 12 per 
cent smoke regularly but not 
every day. Another 40 per cent 
have tried smoking but did not 
continue, while 35 per cent had 
not yet tried smoking. 
Those who smoke every day 
consume m ore than three packs 
of cig arettes a week, while the 
weekly average for those who 
sm oke, but not daily, is about a 
half a pack. 
Slightly m ore than one ote of 


three of the pupils report that 
m ost of their friends sm oke, and 
three out of 10 say their best 
friend sm okes. 


HAZARDS KNOWN 
Like their eld ers, the young 
folk know the hazards involved 
in smoking. More than nine out 
of ten indicated aw areness that 
smoking harm s the lungs.Tw o- 
thirds also knew that smoking is 
bad for the heart. 
The older a child is the more 
likely he is to sm oke. At grade 
five, fewer than eight per cent 
regard them selves as sm okers, 
but by 12th grade 31 per cent 
have the habit. 
P erhaps to prove their m anli­ 
ness, m ore boys than girls 
sm oke. Among the regular sm o­ 
k ers 48 per cent of the boys 
smoke every day, com pared to 
36 p er cent of the g irls. The 
boys sm oke an average of m ore 
than two packs a week, the g irls 
a pack and a half. 
W ith smoking education as with 
sex education, apparently, the 
e a rlie r you teach them , the b et­ 
te r the chance of reaching them .

Moroccan Spices, 
Tidbits From Abroad

RABAT, Morocco (AP>— If 
even a gourmet American cook 
may become confused by the 
wide choice of spices available 
on shelves in super markets, 
consider the Moroccan house­ 
wife. 
When she visits the spice 
section of the local version of a 
supermarket, she must select 
from up to 200 different aro­ 
matic flavorings from leaves, 
flowers, berries, petals, barks, 
seeds, 
roots, pods, insects, 
hulls, branches and stalks. 
Moroccan 
“ sipermarkets" 
are, of course, different from 
ours—hundreds of stalls, each 
devoted to one category of food 
or drink, line the narrow cob­ 
ble stoned streets of the medU 
nas. 
Without a guide, you might 
never recognize a Moroccan 
spice stall. There are no neat 
labels on tins and packages. 
The spices and flovorings from 
China, India, Java, Egypt, tropi­ 
cal Africa, Spain and Morocco 
are offered in bulk to the veil­ 
ed housewife. Large and small 
baskets 
and hundred- pound 
sacks of leaves, seeds, barks 
and ground red peppers, con. 
front her. 
The stallkeeper's 
exotic and precious wares are 
kept in tin boxes or in paper 
wrappings on shelves. He dis­ 
penses his commodities by the 
gram, wrapping purchases in 
small squares of paper. 
Some of the spices are used 
only in rarely made dishes. The 
Moroccan cook commonly re­ 
lies on cumin, caraway, garlic, 
coriander, saffron, wild ginger, 
white pepper, cinnamon and red 
peppers that range in strength 
from hot to hotter to hottest. 
Mint is also widely used be­ 
cause every proper Moroccan 
meal ends with mint tea. 


Numerous meat and poultry 
dishes call for ras el hanout, 
a mixture of spices that re­ 
sembles an Indian curry blend. 
The name means “ head of the 
shop/' and each spice-stall ven­ 
dor concocts his own blend from 
27 to 30 different spices, herbs 
and flowers. 
Ras el hanout is 
sold in paper packages, the 
spices and leaves whole; just 
before using, 
the housewife 
pounds the mixture into powder 
with mortar and pestle. 


Some of the ingredients that 
go into ras el hanout are fa­ 
miliar to Westerners: carda­ 
mon, mace, nutmeg, cinnamon, 
cloves, ginger, orrisroot,black 
pepper, lavender, rosebuds and 
fennel. Those out of the Amer­ 
ican ken include ash and bell­ 
adonna berries, galingale (re­ 
lated to ginger), cantharides (a 
preparation of dried beetles 
known as Spanish fly), Cyper- 
aceae (a strong-smelling plant 
grown in Mali and Upper Volta), 
curcuma (resemblingturmeric) 


and cubeb (a grey pepper with 
a heavy perfume). 
Because the herbs and spices 
are crushed or ground just be­ 
fore they are used, they do not 
lose as much strength from be­ 
ing exposed to air as you would 
expect. 
However, some per­ 
fume can't help but be lost. 
The open bags and baskets give 
off a sweet-acid aroma that min­ 
gles with the other smells of the 
market place where donkeys, 
mules and horses jostle pe­ 
destrians in narrow streets. 
Some of the spices, partic­ 
ularly the aromatic ones, have 
other uses besides flavoring 
cooked dishes. Moroccans con. 
sider pleasurable scents as im­ 
portant to a meal as good in­ 
gredients. Aromatics in several 
forms are enjoyed at the end 
of a meal. 
The form usually associated 
with exotic Near and Far East­ 
ern cultures is incense, and 
Moroccans use it. In addition, 
orange blossoms and rose pe­ 
tals are distilled to make per­ 
fumed water that, after the des­ 
sert course, is liberally spinkl- 
ed over hands, face and some­ 
times clothes. 
Even with200 different spices 
ai her disposal, the Moroccan 
cook also uses other foods as 
flavoring agents—most notably 
olives and preserved lemons. 
Stalls in the medinas offer 
many kinds of olives, all vary­ 
ing in color and degree to which 
they are cured. 
Particularly 
favored are the ripe black olives 
that are thoroughly cured in 
salt and dried, and the pale 
gray-green olives that are only 
partially cured and are not so 
salty. 
In chicken dishes the 
pale gray-green olives are often 
teamed with lemons that have 
been preserved in salt for sev­ 
eral months. 
With all these spices at hand, 
Moroccan cooking, 
strangely 
enough, is not highly seasoned. 
Many meat and vegetable dishes 
tast almost bland, especially to 
anyone who enjoys a good hot 
curry or chili con carne. 
When it comes to kebab cock* 
ery, the spice temperature ris­ 
es. 
Cubes of meat or balls 
of ground meat cooked on skew­ 
ers are well seasoned— largely 
with cayenne pepper and ground 
cumin. 
When the kebabs are 
brought to the table, they're 
served along with a dish of 
ground cumin and a dish of 
hot sauce—the sauce apparently 
made from ground hot red pep­ 
pers stirred with a little oiL 
You're supposed to dip each 
meat ball in the cumin and then 
in the red pepper sauce. The 
cumin lends a slightly sweet 
and peppery taste and is rel­ 
atively easy for the newcomer to 
Moroccan cooking to take. But 
the hot red pepper sauce should 
be approached with caution— 
and with a glass of water at hand. 


Ice Cream Cones, 
A Chance Discovery 


NEW YORK (AP) - The ice 
cream cone, traditional Ameri­ 
can summer treat that has be­ 
come 
an 
international year- 
round favorite originated by 
chance at the St. Louis World's 
Fair in 1904. 
Researchers at the National 
Biscuit Co., a leading cone pro­ 
ducer, discovered that the first 
known 
merger 
of 
cone and 
cream occurred when an uni­ 
dentified concessionaire at the 
Fair experienced a lull in busi­ 
ness for the flat, sweet griddle 
cakes he was selling. He tried 
rolling a still-warm cake into a 
cornucopia shape and, pleased 
with the result, coaxed an ice 
cream vendor in an adjacent 
booth into putting a scoop of 
ice cream into the open end of 
his creation. 
It's not known If that first 


scoop was vanilla, chocolate or 
strawberry, but neither the cake 
vendor nor the ice cream sales­ 
man recognized the potential 
of their discovery. However, 
two other Fair employes were 
more farsighted. Shortly after 
the two men, whose names also 
are lost to history, began the 
commercial production of hand­ 
made cones In Cincinnati and 
they soon were joined by com­ 
petitors in other cities. 
The first machines to produce 
ctmes were developed in 1910 
and were able to turn out 3,000 
cones an hour. Now cone-mak­ 
ing machines can produce six 
million a day in a variety of 
shapes, including the standard 
conical type, double-top cones 
to handle two scoops of ice 
cream, flat-bottom cups, and 
cones for home use.

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New Resident Is Cossack Descendant

Andrew Witmer, a newcomer 
to the county has established an 
Appaloosa Horse ranch on Te­ 
hama Ave. 
It is the most re­ 
cent venture in a life full of 
different and colorful events. 
His father, an early barn­ 
storming flyer, went to Russia 
in 1915 to sell Curtis biplanes 
to the Czar. He then had to stay 
on and teach the Russians to 
fly them. 
During this time 
he met the daughter of a Rus­ 
sian colonel and was married. 
Andrew and a twin brother, 
Alexis, were born in Sebastopol 
and soon after the family fled 
Russia as the revolution erupt, 
ed. 
They lived on the east coast 
during World War I while the 
father built blimps for the U.S. 
Navy. 
In 1924 the family moved to 
Santa Barbara, where Andrew's 
father retired. Andrew finish» 
ed high school in Santa Barbara 
and entered Cal Poly in San 
Luis Obispo in 1934. After four 
trying years in which he had 
to m iss several sem esters for 
putting a bull in the dean's 
office and various other epi­ 
sodes, he was graduated in 1938 
with a degree in Animal Hus­ 
bandry. 
In the ensuing years he work­ 
ed for Dwight Murphy, 
the 
developer of Palomino horses, 
and for many ranches in Arizona 


and Nevada. He tried the rodeo 
circuit for awhile and "had 
tolerable luck with the bare- 
back broncs", he said. 
Dur­ 
ing this time he also had minor 
roles in several movies includ­ 
ing "A rizona", 
with William 
Holden and Jean Arthur. 
When the war broke 
out he 
joined the Army Air Corps and 
was commissioned a second 
lieutenant, and eventually ended 
his Air Force Reserve status 
as a Major. 
Witmer spent the first year 
of the war on Attu in the Aleu­ 
tian Islands flying a B25 over 
the Pacific. 
During this year 
he had some exciting experi­ 
ences such as the time he was 
returning from a bombing mis­ 
sion and sighted a Japanese gun­ 
boat in the low fog. 
Having 
no more bombs, he used the 
huge plane as a fighter, diving 
and twisting so close to the 
enemy craft that he came home 
with the masthead embedded in 
the wing. 
After the war, he became a 
staff pilot for the large Texas 
firm , H.B.Zachary Co. and cont­ 
ributed articles to various avia­ 
tion magazines. 
The urge to try something 
else was too strong, however, 
and in 1956 Witmer returned to 
toe west coast where he bought 
a fishing boat and engaged in 


abalone, shark, swordfish and 
albacore fishing, in addition to 
supplying sea lions to zoos all 
over the world. 
There followed a period of off­ 
shore oil work when the Calif­ 
ornia tide lands were first be­ 
ing exploited, and during this 
time, in 1959, he married the 
former Mary Thompson and im­ 
mediately thereby, became the 
father of three girls. 
In 1960 he left the seagoing life 
behind and bought a small ranch 
in Santa Barbara, where he be­ 
gin his Appaloosa breedingpro- 
gram, trained horses and ran 
a rental string.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.(AP) 
— The table was full of unusaul 
goodies for lunch-fruit juice 
reconstituted from instant crys­ 
tals, freeze-dried shrimp and 


fish fillets, soup from a can 
of powder and turkey slices of 
spun soy protein. 
A chicken 
entree dubbed 
Chicken Oriental featured ch­ 
icken dice of the soy protein too, 
plus Chinese snow pea pods. 
To this add hot rolls made 
from irradiated flour, irradiat­ 
ed baked potatoes, cookies of 
fish flour, freeze-dried coffee 
crystals and asepticallypackag­ 
ed cream. 
This was the menu when 24 
luncheon guests-men and women 
associated with the food in­ 
dustry and a sprinkling of home, 
makers-assembled for lunch re­ 


cently at St. Petersburg's Ju­ 
nior College. 
It was a "foods 
of tomorrow" luncheon planned 
for the consumer's reaction. 
The food, prepared by sti* 
dents and an instructor in the 
college’s hotel.restaur ant man­ 
agement department, had taken 
almost three months to assem­ 
ble. 
The student cooks had a 
chance for a look at and a turn 
at preparing some new products 
which may furnish the mainstay 
of their generation's diet. 
Several hours later the hustle 
and bustle in the kitchen moved 
to the dining room. The guests 
were given data and critique 


sheets. 
The comments varied. Most 
were interesting. 
Some were 
funny. 
"The turkey made from soy 
has a turkey flavor, but, as a 
meat man you couldn't expect 
me to eat it for Thanksgiving," 
said Tom Rosson, manager of 
Armour and Co. in St. Peters­ 
burg. 
"It's confusing," said Mrs. 
H arriett Lutz, television home 
economist. I can't find the tur­ 
key flavor.” 
William Hahn of palms of 
Pasadena Hospital commenting 
on the turkey said, "I'm going 


to get some for our use. 
it 
would be 
good for special 
diets." 
Orange and grapefruit juices 
met with mixed reaction. Some 
thought both juices "tasted good 
or excellent." Another guest 
noted that "the grapefruit juice 
tastes sour but the orange is 
good for something that's not 
fresh citrus." 
The haddock fillets, reconsti­ 
tuted, drained and served toas. 
ty-warm after fryingwere popu­ 
lar, as weie the shrimp. The 
shrimp did come in for some 
criticism because of some black 
spots. 
Seton Thompson of the 


Bureau of Commercial Fisher­ 
ies commented about them, one 
diner felt, however, toe shell­ 
fish had a "wonderful flavor of 
deep sea." 
Mrs. Jean Port, 
dietitian, preferred them, she 
said, to those she had bought 
for $1.49 a pound a few days 
before. 
The most popular item on the 
table was the chicken entree 
composed of textured soy pro­ 
tein in small chunks. Combined 
with the pea pods, 
bamboo 
shoots, 
water chestnuts and 
mushrooms it became an almost 
gourmet dish. 
Baked potatoes 
irradiated 


three months before at the U.S, 
Army lab in Natick, Mass. came 
forth from the oven like any 
good, steamy-hot potato. "No 
noticeable change," was the 
comment. Hot rolls baked with 
irradiated flour stored at room 
temperature for eight months 
turned out well, though some­ 
what dry from the oven re­ 
heating. 
The coffee made from freez- 
dried crystals turned out to be 
quite strong. It calls for much 
less coffee per cup than the reg* 
ular instant powder. 
Coffee 
cream- packaged 
aseptically 
sterilized a year ago in Switz-

A lso in the northern war zone, 
M arines patrolling near Con 
Thien just below the d em ili­ 
ta rized zone reported finding an 
enem y cache containing 26,000 
rifle ca rtrid g es, 700 m ortar 
rounds and a mound of other 
m aterial, including 91 rocket 
grenades and 49 gas m asks. 
Enemy gunners shelled Tay 
Ninh City, 50 m iles northw est 
of Saigon, and Bien Hoa, 20 
m iles north of the capital.
